(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an ‘‘Index Section’’ and provide access to the Resumes by 
Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type.

Key competencies (or generic skills) have been 
specified in four sources: Further Education Unit 
(FEU), United Kingdom (1987); Finn Report 
(1991) and Mayer Committee (1992), Australia;

The Training Guarantee Act (TGA) passed by the 
Federal Parliament of Australia in 1990 establishes 
a training guarantee scheme. It requires employers 
to invest in high quality, employment-related train- 
ing that will most benefit their businesses. The levy 
is having an impact on many facets of human re- 
source development in Australia. In seeking to bring 
together the urgent need for Australian industry to 
lift its contribution to training and the government's 
desire not to intervene unnecessarily in enterprise 
training decisions, a minimum expenditure obliga- 
tion scheme has been proposed. Registered Industry 
Training Agents (RITAs) have been established to 
advise employers on eligible programs and eligible 
expenditure. Investment in training in industry is 
increasing and will continue to increase in the near 
future. Quality audits of training should be required 
to ensure consistency and quality of on-the-job 
training. Because of the potential for difficulty and 
conflict between government agencies and the pri- 
vate sector, the Commonwealth Government needs 
to contribute to the quality training provision by 
industry. Finally, as a result of the training levy, 
workplace reforms are taking place in terms of ap- 
propriate management and employee work prac- 
tices, better forms of work organization, and more 
cooperative industrial relations. For full benefits of 
the TGA to be achieved, a comprehensive, inte- 
grated approach needs to be adopted.

This document spells out policy regarding sexual 
harassment in the Connecticut vocational-technical 
school system that was developed by the Connecti- 
cut State Department of Education, the Connecti- 
cut Division of Vocational, Technical, and Adult 
Education, and the Connecticut Women’s Educa- 
tion and Legal Fund, Inc. The introduction calls 
sexual harassment a serious abuse of power ex- 
pressed through sexual behavior and points out that 
to be considered sexual harassment, behavior must 
be both unwelcome and based on sex.

Next, sexual harassment is Snel « as “a form of 
illegal sex discrimination that refers to a wide range 
of inappropriate behaviors and/or unwanted con- 
duct of a sexual nature, which has the net effect of 
denying the victim of the harassment the opportu- 
nity to work and/or study in a nonthreatening, 
stress-free environment.”

Self-esteem may be an issue for certain minority 
groups more than others. In particular, given their 
long and difficult history, this issue may be of more 
relevance to minorities of African-American de- 
scent. To assess whether renewed signs of racism at 
a college were negatively affecting the self-esteem 
of African-American students the Race Identity At- 
titude Scale (RIAS) was administered to 22 Afri- 
can-American college students and 35 
Euro-American college students. While no intra-ra- 
cial sex differences occurred, all cross-racial com- 
parisons were highly significant. Relative to whites, 
blacks did not have lower self-esteem. Moreover, 
blacks were comfortable with their racial identity 
and did not evidence any racial self-hatred or 
self-denigration. Their significantly higher scores on 
the encounter and initialization scales of the RIAS 
indicates that while these students are encountering 
new racial experiences, they are able to comfortably 
incorporate these experiences into their self-con- 
cept. More interesting is the significantly higher 
score of African-American students on the immer- 
sion-emersion scale. The higher scores on this scale 
indicates the students’ acceptance of, and interest 
in, their racial heritage. However, it also indicates 
anger. This anger may reflect students’ response to 
the renewed racism on college campuses. Such rac- 
ism is not causing blacks to reject their racial heri- 
tage, but is creating anger at those who question the 
legitimacy of minority students. (ABL)

Given the premise that 
mothers and daughters of sexual abuse often exhibit 
a narcissistic fusion in their pattern of relating, it is 
the therapeutic task to help the child and the mother 
to separate and ultimately for the mother to be able 
to empathize with the child in order to provide sel- 
fobject functions for the child. The therapist needs 
to work with the dyad in the articulation and inte- 
gration of both the mother’s and the child's affectiv- 
ity in order for the child to ultimately regain and/or 
develop trust in this and other relationships. (ABL) 
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Over the last several years, substantial dissatisfac- 
tion has emerged with the use of norm-referenced, 
standardized tests for evaluating the academic per- 
formance of students. In particular, dissatisfaction 
has stemmed from concerns including the lack of 
overlap between the content of tests and the curric- 
ulum, the limited sensitivity of norm-referenced 
tests to index short-term academic progress, and the 
lack of relationship between test results and instruc- 
tional decision-making.

Much of the research on sex bias looks at impres- 
sions at a single point in time. However, impressions 
are often changed as information is accumulated. 
This study attempted to look at the dynamic nature 
of impression formation. Impressions of both male 
and female job applicants were measured before and 
after subjects had an opportunity to view relevant 
information about the applicant, and the amount of 
information used by each subject was recorded. Sub- 
jects were 72 male and 85 female volunteers from an 
introduc’ psychology course at a large midwest- 
ern university. Subjects were given minimal infor- 
mation about a male or female job applicant, and 
then rated the person on several traits. The traits 
were summed to form three scales: male sex-typed, 
female sex-typed, and sex-neutral. Subjects then 
made a selection decision. They were then allowed 
to access more information, and change their rat- 
ings. The results provided no evidence that the sub- 
jects formed stereotypic impressions of the 
applicant, and no indication of bias against women 
in the selection decision. There was some indication 
that subjects rated opposite sex applicants lower 
than same sex applicants on the trait ratings, but this 
bias decreased after subjects viewed the positive ad- 
ditional information.

household tasks. In addition, data was collected on 
yearly household income, personal income, current 
job title, hours worked for pay each week, race, 
religion, education, marital status, and a list of all 
household members by age and sex.

The 
tests that assessed the reasons for women’s house- 
cleaning indicated that women and men did not 
identify gender reasons any more often than practi- 
cal reasons.

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Cooperative learning has received a substantial 
amount of empirical support to indicate it is a viable 
classroom reward structure. It has been recom- 
mended that school psychologists might add this 
strategy to their repertoire of interventions to be 
used in consulting with teachers, particularly inte- 
grating handicapped students. A structured cooper- 
ative learning strategy for reading, Cooperative 
Integrated Reading and Composition (CIRC) was 
implemented in nine 3rd grade classes in rural Ohio 
with 198 students. The control group consisted of 
nine 3rd grade classes with 194 students. Reading 
subtests of the California Achievement Test were 
utilized in order to compare results with previous 
evaluations of CIRC. A Multivariate Analysis of 
Covariance with univariate follow-up analyses re- 
vealed the CIRC group significantly outgained the 
control group on Reading Comprehension.

The question of whether the study of English is 
good preparation for business distracts attention 
from the more critical question of whether business 
is a good place to continue to study English. Three 
projects undertaken by a Ph.D. in Old and Middle 
English working for a freight railroad suggest that 
there are possibilities. As part of his job, he worked 
on a corporate history, read and studied in the field 
of labor dispute resolution, spent time on the rail- 
road translating labor agreements into logical prop- 
ositions and learning about how “natural language 
interfaces” worked. The critical step was to realize 
that he was not simply considering the language of 
labor agreements, but that he was studying linguis- 
tics and how language works. In an effective class- 
room, students see how the interaction of 
experience and literature allows them to grow in 
their understanding of both literature and experi- 
ence. The first step is for English teachers to drop 
their defensive posture and be clear about what they 
have to offer. The study of literature has always 
helped people understand the larger context. An 
experience with literature supplies students with ex- 
perience in and models for understanding their ac- 
tions in a context larger than themselves. English 
classes should be equipping students to make jobs fit 
what they see as valuable. The first step is to give 
them experience at seeing the power of context.

He is a 
practicing poet, a scholar of Chinese literature and 
history, a dancer, a musician, a painter, and (most 
important of all) he is one who is deeply sensitive to 
“mono no aware,” the pervasive sense of the tran- 
sience and essential sadness of life. All these traits 
and more set Genji apart from the classical western 
hero; moreover, students have a great deal of diffi- 
culty with Genji’s usually refined but inexhaustible 
sexual adventuring. There are, however, some simi- 
larities between Genji and the traditional hero, and 
students are quick to perceive them, but they insist 
that he differs from western heroic figures far more 
extensively and dramatically than he resembles 
them.

Nick is 
more than an unreliable narrator; he is hopelessly 
dishonest and hypocritical. His deception is devel- 
oped in numerous subtle ways as the story unfolds 
and folds back on itself and the reader learns more 
about Gatsby and Nick. Only late in the s does 
the reader begin to question Nick’s contradictory 
statements and wonder about his motives. Nick's 
real role, as the main character/narrator, is to ad- 
vance his own stylized version of the quest for cap- 
turing the elusive, ever vanishing American 
Dream-individual wealth, power, social position, 
immortality—for present and future readers, till the 
end of time.

A writing workshop held during a school holiday 
in an urban center in Southern Africa illustrated the 
premise that writing experiences with literary pa- 
trons can result in benefits for young authors.

This study analyzes how acculturation and ethnic 
identity traits of first- and second-generation Mexi- 
can-American high school students in West Liberty, 
lowa, correlate with their academic performance.

Twenty-eight Mexican-American students 
were surveyed to determine their grade point aver- 
ages, acculturation traits, and ethnic identity traits 
using Keefe and Padilla’s “Chicano Ethnicity” ques- 
tionnaire. The findings indicated that both first- and 
second-generation students were successful i in this 
rural school setting. The study provides no evidence 
to support either Ogbu’s “oppositional cultural 
frame of reference” toward schooling, or Trueba’s 
“cultural dissonance” theory. These findings cannot 
be explained by either educational theory alone, and 
contradict many statistical reports about Mexi- 
can-American academic achievement. The study 
concludes that environmental factors, not cultural 
traits, may be far more significant in determining

Growing frustration with educational finance in 

Illinois prompted schoo! districts to file, in 1990, a 

lawsuit that demands adequate funding, equitable 

distribution of funds, and increased economic effi- 
ciency in public education. This document includes 

a description of events leading up to the suit. Early 

attempts to improve educational equity were frus- 

trated by subsequent “legislative adjustments” and 
the economic recession of the 1980s. Legislative 
and economic changes (largely involving land as- 
sessment and taxation) resulted in a two-tiered edu- 
cational system: suburban “have” and rural 
“have-not” districts. The situation was worsened by 
the Educational Reform Act of 1985, pushing the 
financially-strapped school districts into a position 
they felt was intolerable. The suit brings the follow- 
ing charges against the state: (1) three violations of 
the Illinois Constitution of 1970; (2) a statutory 
scheme of school finance that imposes unconstitu- 
tional burdens on the plaintiffs; (3) discriminatory

Van Horn Engineering and Technology Magnet 
High School in the Kansas City School District, 
Missouri. It presents data collected throughout the 
program's first year, including student demograph- 
ics, program implementation information, achieve- 
ment data, and perceptions of the program held by 
staff and students. The school did not meet its estab- 
lished minority and non-minority goals. It is re- 
ported that site and classroom visits to Van Horn 
revealed some evidence of implementation of the 
magnet theme of engineering and technology.

A survey was administered to 
113 students, grades 7-10, from 7 schools in the 
Pulaski County District to obtain feedback on stu- 
dents’ career plans and on their reactions to the 
Academy concept, its location, and specific aspects 
of the program. The majority of students surveyed 
indicated that they were unsure about entering the 
teaching profession, and more students were defi- 
nite about not wanting to enter the teaching profes- 
sion than those who wanted to. The categories of 
reasons given for not wanting to enter teaching 
were: other career interests; negative perceptions 
about the job; a personal qualifier; and general lack 
of interest in the profession. Although only 12 per- 
cent of the students were definitely interested in 
teaching, 30 percent were definitely interested in 
attending the teaching academy. Twelve percent of 
the survey population were males of whom 
one-fourth indicated no interest in becoming teach- 
ers. With regard to questions of interest in enrolling 
in a magnet school pri to be a teacher, the 
responses having the hi rank order were: hav- 
ing teachers who care about students and their fu- 
ture; earning college credit while still in high school; 
having opportunities to visit college campuses; hav- 
ing teachers who try new and different ways to 
teach; learning to use computers; and being paid to 
work with students.

Submitting Documents to ERIC 


What Kinds of Documents to Send ERIC 

ERIC would like to be given the opportunity to examine vir- 
tually any document dealing with education or its aspects. 
The ERIC audience is so broad (encompassing teachers, ad- 
ministrators, supervisors, librarians, researchers, media 
specialists, counselors, and every other type of educator, as 
well as students and parents) that it must collect a wide vari- 
ety of documentation in order to satisfy its users. Examples 
of the kinds of education-related materials collected are the 
following:

ERIC does not accept non-print materials (such as films, 
filmstrips, videotapes, tapes, records, cassettes, etc.) 
However, if such material accompanies a printed text, ERIC 
may process the printed text and refer the user to the accom- 
panying non-print components, as long as a source of availa- 
bility for them can be cited. 


A document does not have to be formally published to be 
entered into the ERIC database. In fact, ERIC seeks out the 
unpublished or ‘‘fugitive’’ material not usually available 
through conventional library channels 





Selection Criteria Employed by ERIC 


¢ QUALITY OF CONTENT 

All documents received are evaluated by subject experts 
against the following kinds of quality criteria: contribution to 
knowledge, significance, relevance, newness, innovativeness, 
effectiveness of presentation, thoroughness of reporting, re- 
lation to current priorities, timeliness, authority of source, in- 
tended audience, and comprehensiveness. 
¢ LEGIBILITY AND REPRODUCIBILITY 

Documents may be type-set, typewritten, xeroxed, or other- 
wise duplicated. They must be legible and easily readable. 
Letters should be clearly formed and with sufficient contrast 
to the paper background to permit filming. Colored inks and 
colored papers can create serious reproduction problems. 
Standard 8'"’x 11" size pages are preferred. 

Two copies are desired, if possible: one for processing into 
the system and eventual filming, the other for retention and 
possible use by the appropriate Clearinghouse while process- 
ing is going on. However, single copies are acceptable. 


¢ REPRODUCTION RELEASE 

For each document submitted, ERIC requires a formal 
signed Reproduction Release form indicating whether or not 
ERIC may reproduce the document. A copy of the Release 
Form appears as a separate page in each issue of this jour- 
nal. Additional Release Forms may be copied as needed or 
obtained from the ERIC Facility or any ERIC Clearinghouse. 
Items for which releases are not granted, or other non- 
reproducible items, will be considered for announcement only 
if they are noteworthy education documents available from 
a Clearly identified source, and only if this information accom- 
panies the document in some form. 

Items that are accepted, and for which permission to 
reproduce has been granted, will be made available by the 
ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS). 


Advantages of Having a Document in ERIC 
Contributors of documents to ERIC can benefit in the fol- 

lowing ways: 

¢ Announcement—Documents accepted by ERIC are an- 
nounced to some 2,000 organizations receiving the ab- 
stract journal Resources in Education (RIE). 


Publicity—Organizations that wish to sell their own docu- 
ments in original copies can have this availability (together 
with address and price information) announced to users 
in RIE, thus serving to publicize their product. After the 
document is sold out at the original source, it is then still 
available through EDRS, if permission to reproduce has 
been granted to ERIC. (Original copy prices, while the sup- 
ply lasts, are generally less, and are therefore more attrac- 
tive to users, than EDRS on-demand duplication prices). 


Dissemination—Documents accepted by ERIC are 
reproduced on microfiche and distributed (at no cost to 
the contributor) to the more than 800 current subscribers 
to the ERIC microfiche collection. 


Retrievability—The bibliographic descriptions developed 
by ERIC are retrievable by the thousands of subscribers 
to the online database retrieval services (offered by com- 
mercial vendors such as BRS and DIALOG). In addition 
there are thousands of locations offering computer 
searches of ERIC based on either compact disk (CD-ROM) 
systems (offered by DIALOG, and SilverPlatter) or other lo- 
cal computer-based systems. 


Always “In Print”—The presence of a master microfiche 
at EDRS, from which copies can be made on an on-dernand 
basis, means that ERIC documents are constantly availa- 
ble and never go ‘‘out of print.’ Persons requesting copies 
from an original source can always be referred to ERIC. 
This archival function relieves the source of a distribution 
burden and solves the availability problem when the 
source's supply has been exhausted. 

In addition, submission of a document to ERIC reduces the 
overall likelihood of overlap, redundancy, and duplication of 
effort among users. It increases the probability that the results 
reported in the document will be available indefinitely and used 
in subsequent efforts. 

To encourage submission of documents to the system, ERIC 
offers to send contributors notice of document disposition, 
giving the ED identification number (for ordering purposes) 
of those documents selected for RIE. Additionally, ERIC will 
send a complimentary microfiche to each contributor when 
the document is announced in RIE. 

There are no fees to pay in submitting documents to ERIC, 
nor does ERIC pay any royalties for material it accepts. Other 
than a statement concerning permission to reproduce, there

RIE is sold by GPO on 
subscription or as individual issues on-demand. Stock is retained for only 
approximately six months; issues older than that are generally not available from 
GPO. Orders from foreign sources cost 25% additional, as shown in the table 
below.
